As there was no indication of trouble 


Brill, Knappen and myself made up 
our minds to go back to Warlker on the 
boat to be sent by General Bacon for 
the tents "and rations for another day. 
We were down at the landing, waiting 
for rowboats to take us to the steamer, 
when a shot was heard. Immediately 
we ran back to the crest of the hill, 
when & volley came from the woods 
to the front of us. 


"Run to cover," some one cried, and 


as the soldiers grabbed their guns and 
ran to the left I hurried down to the 
beach, where I was soon safely housed 
behind big boulders and brush. As I 
ran 
down, however, more bullets 


chased me, and it was a wonder that 
myself and those with me were not 
killed. 


"Steady, men, steady," was the first 


sound of a voice we heard, and as I 
raised my head I could see General 
Bacon running about with his troops. 
"Get up in the firing line," was the 
next order given, and the men of the 
fighting Third were seen to run 
through the grass and woods in the di- 
rection from which tLe shots had been 
fired. 


The men continued to advance. The 


tnree officers were everywhere, Major

These, in the orig- 
inal and in translations, have been read 
at 'the joint sessions, while during the 
recesses they have been respectively 
digested and responses formulated to 
them, rendered into both English and 
Spanish, for the next session. 


The Spanish, it is believed, have ask- 


ed to have their Cuban debt assumed 
by the United States, urging that the 
debt should pass with the sovereignty.

“Run to cover," some one cried, and 
as the soldiers grabbed their guns and 
ran to the left I hurried down to the 
beach, where I was soon safely housed 
behind big boulders and brush.

myself «and those with me were not 
killed.

“Get up in the firing line," was the 
next order given, and the men of the 
fighting 
Third 
were 
seen 
to 
run 
through the grass and woods in the di­ 
rection from which the shots had been 
ilred. 


The men continued to advance. The 
tiiree oUlcers were everywhere, Major 
v WiP/inson^ in charge of the left flank, 
General Bacon in charge of t7i$ center 
and Lieutenant Ross in charge 01 the 
right flank. The soldiers were running 
along, it appeared to me, on 
their 
hands and knees, dropping every mo­ 
ment to fire a volley into the ranks 
of the enemy. 
The officers, however, 
stood in the open. 


For 30 minutes there was a cease­ 
less roar, and every little while we 
could hear cries of the men who had 
been shot. I looked up once and saw 
that Major Wilkinson had been injur­ 
ed, but where I did not know. I heard 
him cry: 
“Ross, I’ve been wounded, 
but won’t give up, for it’s not bad." 


The next moment, as he stood light 
back of his firing line, calling to his 
men, “Give it to them, boys; you got 
them going; give it to them; they are 
cowards, and they’re going to run," he 
seemed to stagger and Surgeon Ross 
ran towards him. 


“Give them hell, general, give them 
hell," Wilkinson called at the top of 
his voice over toward the central flank, 
where General Bacon was taking aim 
at a red man. 
Then ho fell into the 
arms of the doctor, who carried him 
into the log cabin at the crest of the 
hill, where lie died in one hour and 
30 minutes later. 


About the same time the major fell 
Private Powell, who was running trom 
one cover to another, was seen to drop, 
and In the evening after darkness had 
come ho was carried to the little cabin, 
tho victim of another bullet from the 
Indians’ Winchesters. 


Suddenly to our right we heard the 
voice of Colonel Sheehan, of St. Paul, 
deputy United States 
marshal. 
We 
glanced up and could see the veteran 
Indian fighter leading an advance by 
a portion of the right flank. 


“You’ve got them whipped, 
boys; 
you’ve got them whipped. 
Give it to 
them, give it to them," the colonel 
was yelling at tho top of his voice. 


Every time his voice was heard a 
volley rang out and every time it was 
further away from hr, Afterwards we 
learned that we had the colonel« to 
thank for our lives. Some Indians had 
attempted to turn our right flank and 
attack the civilians on the beach, The 
colonel saw us and realized our danger, 
and his gallant attack had undoubtedly 
saved, our Jives. 
Soon »afterward Jhe 
joined us, having been wounded in the 
abdomen. 


We lay Jn wait for some time, and 
finally I started out to, reconnolter. it 
did not take me lung to learn that oar 
troops were masters of the situation, 
and we at once summoned the coin- 
pany physician, who attended to Colo­ 
nel ¿Sheehan's wound, which proved to 
be *iot serious.

The Grandest Paereant KverYV itness*d 
In Pittsburg*« History. 


Pittsburg, Oct. 12.—Despite the rain, 
yesteray's parade of the Knights Tem­ 
plar was the grandest parade ever held 
in this city. In point of numbers— 
there were 20,000 marchers in line—it 
easily doubled similar occurrences of 
the past, and as far as the appearance 
Was concerned Pittsburg has never seen 
anything to equal it. The number of 
onlookers on the streets, in the win- 
days and on the roofs and In the re­ 
viewing stands have been variously es­ 
timated at from 500,000 to 1,000,000 peo­ 
ple. 


At 10 o’clock the wonderful cavalcade 
completed the formation and the march 
began, and three hours later the last 
detachment passed the same point. The 
rain commenced at 1:30 o'clock, and for 
awhile it looked as if the parade might 
be broken up, but the knights walked 
along with the same spirit and display­ 
ed the same martial, dignified bearing 
in the rain as they had dojie under the 
shining sunshine. 


The Detroit commandery, the winner 
of many trophies at the different prize 
drills, went through various marching 
evolutions at some of the prominent 
places along the route, for which the 
members were always heartily cheered.

Vucelnatlnpr the Troops Preparatory 
to tlio Movement South, 


Middletown. Pa., Oct. 10.—Chief Sur­ 
geon Girard is getting ready for the 
movement south of the Second corps. 
He began today vaccinating the troops 
to guard against an outbreak of small­ 
pox. The colonel has arranged with the 
hospitals in Philadelphia and through 
the eastern end of »the state to take 
care of the sick of the corps. As fast 
a» the field hospitals fill up fhe in­ 
valids will be shipped aw ay in a special 
hospital car. 


Major General Graham has no defi­ 
nite information as to the movement of 
his command beyond .the order of Quar­ 
termaster General ¿aldington to the 
chief quartermaster to commence the 
shipment of troops Oc. 27. General 
Graham is opposed to taking his com­ 
mand south, and has requested the war 
department to forward the corps as a 
unit to Cuba for duty as an army of 
occupation. He is afraid of an outbreak 
of sickness among his men if they are 
taken from the healthy climate in the 
north and dropped -down in the south 
for a month and then shippped to the 
West Indies. The troops are in excel­ 
lent conditition and General Graham 
thinks if they are shipped direct across 
the water there will not be much sick­ 
ness. 


The Two Hundred and Third New 
York regiment is still isolated in the 
Conewago Hills, and will hardly re­ 
turn to Camp Meade before the latter 
part of next week. The sick in the regi­ 
ment that have not been sent to city 
hospitals are doing nicely, and yester­ 
day over 500 reported for duty.

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Relief Association Agent Hints of 
Horrors in Santiago.

. x%t' United State«* 
transport Obdam, which sailed from 
Ponce Sept. 2S. via Santiago Ort. 5, 
arrived at quarantine shortly after 4 
o’clock 
yesterday 
afternoon. 
The 
transport brought 250 sick and 
con­ 
valescent soldiers and 350 passengers, 
all well on board. 
The Obdam sailed 
from Santiago for this port on Oct. 2, 
but when two days at sea ilre was dis­ 
covered In her coal bunkers and she 
was compelled to return to Santiago, 
where the fire was extinguished. 
The 
transport sailed again on Oct. 5, and 
experienced fairly good weather. 
The 
fire was still 
smouldering when the 
Obdam reached quarantine. 
Among 
the 
sick and 
convalescent 
soldiers 
brought by the Obdam are 20 men of 
the Sixteenth Pennsylvania and nine 
from the Fourth Pennsylvania volun­ 
teers. 


On board the Obdam as a passenger 
from Santiago is Colonel Charles H. 
Gibson, field commissioner of the Na­ 
tional Relief association, who brought 
dispatches for the president. 
Colonel 
Gibson went to Washington last night. 
Among the other passengers is Lieu­ 
tenant Evan A. Johnson, of the Nine­ 
teenth infantry, and Major T. O. Sum­ 
mers, surgeon of the staff at Santiago. 


Speaking to Governor Hastings, of 
Pennsylvania, who went down to the 
Obdam 
last 
night on 
the 
steamer 
Fletcher, Colonel Gibson said that he 
had been the means of saving many 
soldiers from starving. 


“Governor,” he said, after 
an ex­ 
change of greetings, “I have a story 
to tell that will startle the country.” 


As a result of this remark there was 
a conference between the commissioner 
and Governor Hastings, after which 
the governor der-ided to take off the 
Pennsylvania soldiers and have thorn 
snnt to a hotel for the night. 


To a reporter Colonel Gibson said: 
“The newspapers will have to w?ait for 
my reports to ascertain the exact con­ 
dition of affairs at Santiago, where I 
have been. 
They have been stirring 
things up here so much that if I dared 
to open my mouth I would use con­ 
siderable cuss words to back up their 
mild language. 
I have been In San­ 
tiago three months, and in that time T 
have learned many things. I cannot 
tell you what is in my report at present, 
but you may be sure that it is very 
strong. My duty in Cuba was to look 
after the sick and wounded.” 


“Did you report to the government 
as to what the men needed?” 


“I fed them. But for the relief as­ 
sociation many of them would have 
starved.” 


Ralph Harwick, of Dubois, Pa., a 
member of the Sixteenth Pennsylvania 
volunteers, told a harrowing story of 
the treatment he and his companions 
had received while in Porto Rico. “We 
got there on July 28.” he said, “and 
were landed from the transport Mobile. 
Many of us had contracted fever In the 
military camps in the south. The trop­ 
ical climate developed th<j disease, but 
notwithstanding our weakened con­ 
dition the Sixteenth made a good fight 
when It encountered the Spaniards. 
The regiment was under fire for over 
an hour, and at the close of the en­ 
gagement 13 Spaniards had been killed 
and G5 wounded. 
We deserved better 
treatment 
than we got when Porto 
Rico had been taken. 
The regulars 
were well looked after, but the volun­ 
teers were starved. 
When finally the 
men were forced to succumb to the 
fever, and were sent to the hospitals, 
they were 
treated 
shamefully. 
Al­ 
though delirious, we were forced to get 
out of our cots to watch some poor 
brave fellow dying. 
Some of the men 
went mad under this strain. Only think 
of it, delirious men nursing the dying.” 


Harwich’s story was but a sample of 
the complaints which were recited by 
the men to Governor Hastings after 
they had been 
transferred from the 
Obdam to the Fletcher. 


Besides the members of the Fourth 
and Sixteenth Pennsylvania volunteers 
the Fletcher brought to this city two 
lieutenants and about a dozen privates 
of the Third immune regi ient, 16 of 
the Thirteenth United States infantry, 
on furlough, and four members of the 
Fourth Ohio regiment. 


Governor Hastings was reluctant to.

The question of the Philippines ha < 
not yet been considered In joint sei 
slon, though the Americans at tliei- 
separate sessions have acquired ex­ 
haustive information from persons wh■> 
hav** lived in the Philippine Islands and 
done business there. 
They are now 
therefore, well equippd to discuss th< 
subject when it comes. 


The Spanish commissioners have pre­ 
sented written views, expessions and 
propositions to which there have been 
written rejoinders. These, in the orig­ 
inal and in translations, have been rea 1 
at ’the joint sessions, while during th * 
recesses they have been respectively 
digested and responses formulated 
them, rendered into both English and 
Spanish, for the next session. 


The Spanish, it is believed, have asl 
ed to have their Cuban debt assumed 
by the ITnited States, urging that the 
debt should pass with the sovereignty 
The debt so presented for American 
assumption covers the expense of the 
ten years’ insurrection, the recent in­ 
surrection and the war with the United 
States, as far as Spain’s outlay in tho 
war can be classified ag;alnst Cuba. 


The Americans probably have replied 
that if indeed any part of the so-called 
Cuban debt is allowable the part In­ 
curred in suppressing the insurrections 
or In the war with the United States i* 
not allowable. 


The Spanish will doubtless also urg»* 
equities in stocks, water front better­ 
ments, public buildings and perhaps 
war material. 
It is possible that thW 
contention will receive consideration 
on the basis of equities between mort­ 
gager and mortgagee. 


Thus far no disposition has developed 
on either side to delay the uitimat- 
conclusions and the end of the work In 
hand. 
The American 
commissioners 
are anxious to conclude as soon as 
possible, and on recess days they are 
devoting from three to five hours to£ 
discussions and details. 


The adjournment yesterday was to 
Friday.

"We detectives see some queer 


things," said John Jones, an old man 
who had spent his life on the secret 
police; "but our life is not altogether 
free from romance; and as I have 
nothing to do at present, I will relate 
a circumstance that occurred to me 
professionally:

no small job to reopen the postoffices 
in the different Southern states, and

down the street,and looking anxiously 
at the closed door of the postoffice. 
I 


watched him some time as he passed 
me in his hasty walk to and fro. At 
last he stopped in front of me, and 
asked in an angry voice: 
" 'Are you connected with the post- 


office? ' 


"I answered in the affirmative, and 


was about to explain I was not the 
postmaster, when he interrupted me. 
" 'Will you open th'is concern today 


or not, is what I want to know?' 


"I knew by his voice he was from 


the Eastern states,and having traveled 
considerably through the Eastern and 
Middle states,! asked him: 


"From, New England, sir?' 
"He looked at me a moment; his 


eyes flashed, his cheeks turned red 
•with anger. In fact, I never saw a 
man so angry from so slight a cause. 
" 'It makes no difference where I 


am from,' he at last said, 'I want to 
know when this swindling concern 
will open, at the same time nodding 
his head in the direction of the office.

smiling when he, scarcely able con- 
tain his rage, walked off. 


"When the office was open, I re-

lost a diamond bracelet. 
It was 


mailed in Virginia and directed to 
New Orleans, but it has never reached 
its destination.

do in this matter and now turn the 
case over to you with all the facts in 
my possession.' 


"The knowledge received was of no 


practical use. Several mail agents had 
been suspected between the point of 
mailing aud Xew Orleans. 


'"Will you please describe the brace- 


let?* I asked Mr. Levy. 


" Tea, 
sir,' he answered, a<? he 


showed me the mate of the one which 
WES lost 
'It was like this,' he said, 


'with the word "Mary" engraved ou 
the inside.' 


"It was the niost beautiful bracelet 


I had ever seen. 
It was a perfect 


gem; and, as I held it in my hand, I 
could not refrain from asking: 


" 'Why did you scad such a valuable 


piece of jewelry by mail?'

POPOCATEPETL'S ORACLE. 


A Mexican Tribe That In Hundred* m 


ThouMude V»»r» Behind the Time*. 
As is well known to all who huv« 


looked into the matter carefully—for 
instance, such men as Luniholtz, 
Starr and Seville—there are in remote 
parts of Mexico today to be found 
portions of tribes of Indians who are 
practically as much given to idolatry, 
superstition aud witchcraft as were 
their forebears in the vanished years 
when the gleaming banner of Castile 
and Arngou glanced amid the peaks 
aud valleys of Mexico, announcing the 
advent of a stronger race and more 
victorious faith. 


The other day, while making a lit- 


tle trip over the Intel-oceanic, that 
runs through so many picturesque 
Indian towns, says a traveler in the 
City of Mexico Two Eepublics, I 
happened to meet in one ul tuese vil- 
lages a very intelligent Indian who 
told me the following. Whether it is 
true or not I do not know—•"! tell the 
tale as it was told to me." 
He said 


that on the northern slope of Popo- 
catepetl, near the foot there is a large 
cave almost unknown to the outside 
world. In this cave lives an old 
white-haired Indian who is the oracle 
of a small tribe of Indians in that 
vicinity, whose language is unlike 
that of any of the neighboring towns. 


This little tribe has never been 


conquered either by the Spaniards or 
by the church, or by the modern gov- 
ernment of the republic. The Indians 
have preserved all their old customs 
and traditions until this day, and are 
practically as they were 400 years 
ago. One ot the very curious institu- 
tions among them is that of the oracle, 
or seer, who dwells in the above- 
mentioned cave all alone. 
He is al- 


ways the oldest and wisest man of the 
tribe. He is looked upon with the 
same suuerstitious reverence as were 
the oracles of Dodona and Delphos in 
the boyhood of the world. 
In that 


cave are preserved rare gems of curi- 
ously carved emeralds, such as the 
great "Malinche" sent home to Spain; 
idols of gold and silver and copper and 
stone, pearl necklaces from the far-ofl 
gulf of California, and strange robes 
of feather work, of which but very 
few samples are known today outside 
the pages of Sabagun, Prescott or 
Clavigero. 


There are also ranged in fitting or- 


der the ancient gods of this strange 
people, of whom this old man is the 
high priest. Once a month a commis- 
sion of the oldest men of the tribe 
visits the cave and takes with it in 
the name of the people, offerings of 
fruit and flowers and eatables and in- 
cense in honor of the gods and their 
oracle. 


Upon all affairs of importance to the 


tribe this old man is consulted, and 
his judgments are as those of the 
Medes and the Persians. 


I asked whether it would be possi- 


ble to visit him or not, and was told 
that no one, not even members of the 
same tribe, outside the before men- 
tioned "commission" had ever seen 
the inside of that mysterious cave. 
My informant told me that at a certain 
point all persons are stopped by a 
guard and told that they c.m proceed 
no further upon pain of death. 
And 


this is not a tale of 400 years ago, but 
of today. 


The tribe and the cave .are at the 


north side of Popocatepetl, and every 
Saturday in Atlixco members of this 
tribe are at market to buy and sell 
their simple necessaries of life. It is 
enough to see them to realize at once 
the great difference between them and 
the other Mexicau Indians who are 
seen there at that time. Not only is 
their style of clothing very different, 
but also their language.

POPOCATEPETL’S ORACLE. 


A M exlenn T rib e T h n t In 
H u n d re d s oi 
T h o u s a n d s Year* Ile h lm l th e T im es. 
As is well known to all who have 
looked into the matter carefully—for 
instance, 
such 
men as 
Lumholtz, 
Starr and Soville— there are in remote 
parts of Mexico today to be found 
portions of tribes of Indians who are 
practically as much given to idolatry, 
superstition and witchcraft as were 
their forebears in the vanished years 
when tho gloaming banner of Castile 
and Aragon glanced amid the peaks 
and valleys of Mexico, announcing the 
advent of a stronger race and more 
v ic to r ie s faith. 


The other day, while making a lit­ 
tle trip over the Interocoanic, 
that 
runs through so many picturesque 
Indian towns, says a traveler in the 
City of Mexico Two 
Republics, 
I 
happened to meet in one of these vil­ 
lages a very intelligent Indian who 
told me the following. 
Whether it is 
true or not I do not know— “ 1 tell the 
tale as it was told to me.” 
He said 
that on tho northern slope of Popo­ 
catepetl, near the foot there is a large 
cave almost unknown to the outside 
world. 
In this cave lives an old 
white-haired Indian who is the oracle 
of a small tribe of Indians in that 
vicinity, whose language is unlike 
that of auy of the neighboring towns. 


This little tribe has 
never been 
conquered either by the Spaniards or 
by the church, or by the modern gov­ 
ernment of the republic. The Indians 
have preserved all their old customs 
and traditions until this day, and are 
practically as they were 400 years 
ago. 
One ot the very curious institu­ 
tions among them is that of tlie oracle, 
or seer, 'who dwells in the above- 
mentioned cave all alone. 
He is al­ 
ways the oldest and wisest man of the 
tribe. 
He is looked upon with the 
same superstitious reverence as were 
the oracles of Dodona and Delphos in 
the boyhood of the world. 
In that 
cave are preserved rare gems of curi­ 
ously carved emeralds, 
such as the 
great “ Malinche” sent home to Spain; 
idols of gold and silver and copper and 
stone, pearl necklaces from the far-oil 
gulf of California, and strange robes 
of feather work, of which but very 
few samples are known today outside 
the pages of Sabagun, 
Prescott or 
Clavigero. 


There are also rauged in fitting or­ 
der the ancient gods of this strange 
people, of whom this old man is the 
high priest. 
Once a month a commis­ 
sion of the oldest men of the tribe 
visits the cave and takes with 
it in 
the name of the people, 
offerings of 
fruit and flowers and eatables and in- 
cense in honor of the gods and their 
oracle. 


Upon all affairs of importance to the 
tribe this old man is consulted, ‘and 
his judgments are as those of the 
Medes and the Persians. 


I asked whether it would bo possi­ 
ble to visit him or not, and was told 
that no one, not even members of the 
same tribe, outside the before men­ 
tioned “ commission” had ever seen 
the inside of that mysterious cave. 
My informant told me that at a certain 
point all persons are stopped by a 
guard and told that they can proceed 
no further upoti pain of death. 
And 
this is not a tale of 400 years ago, but 
of today. 


The tribe and the cave .are at the 
north side of Popocatepetl, and every 
Saturday in Atlixco members of this 
tribe are at market to buy and sell 
their simple necessaries of life. 
It is 
enough to see them to realize at once 
the great difference between them and 
the other Mexican Indians who are 
seen there at that time. 
Not only is 
their style of clothing very different, 
but also their language.

Recently a woman residing in the 
country near Parkersburg,

died and was buried. 
During her 
lifetime she suffered with rheumatism 
and among the various other cures 
recommended she carried a potato in 
her pocket.

INDIANS EVICT A SP/l^lARD» 


D ro v e H im F ro m th e R e s e rv a tio n Be« 
cau se H e H u r r a h e d for S p ain . 


The Ogallala Sioux at the Pine 
Ridge Agency in South Dakota had 
an eviction party the other week of an 
unusual kind, says a Gordon 
(Neb.) 
exchaugo. 
Incidentally 
they 
re­ 
futed the slanders of the alarmists who 
predicted outbreaks immediately after 
the troops were withdrawn from the 
western 
forts. 
Far from 
killing 
whites, the wily Dakota bravo took a 
lively interest in tho war, and no jingo 
crowed louder over tho American vic­ 
tories than did tho red men of the 
plains. 


The eviction resulted from the hos­ 
tility of the Indian against Spain, On 
the reservation there lived a Spaniard 
who was married to a full-blooded 
Sioux squaw and eked out an exist­ 
ence from the government’s bounty to 
the squaw and from the little m o n ey 
he picked up at trading and hunting. 
Tho Spaniard had lived on the reser­ 
vation for many years unmolested by 
the Indians. 


When word came of the American 
naval victories to the Sioux villages 
there was great powwowing and talk­ 
ing and jubilation at the prowess of 
the Americans. 
The news got over to 
the Porcupine creek tepees where the 
Spaniard lived, and the Sioux watched 
him closely to see tho effect upon him. 
When he heard the news he was non­ 
plussed, 
but, 
pulling 
himself to­ 
gether, he split the air with huzzas 
for Spain. 
The idea of anybody 
shouting for Spain on their territory 
shocked the Indians, aud they threat­ 
ened to “ wing” him if he didn’t stop, 


A request was sent to Major Clapp, 
the agent at the post, that the Span­ 
iard be expelled. 
Major Clapp had 
him brought in by the Indian police 
and questioned him. 
At first he 
denied cheering Spain, but when con­ 
fronted with the Indians he dared not 
lie and tried to excuse himself. 


“ I got these,” said Major Clapp, 
pointing to his shoulder straps, 
“ in 
the service of my country, and I rep­ 
resent that country here and don’t in­ 
tend that the flag shall be insulted. I 
ought to put you in the guardhouse, 
but will give you an hour to get off 
this 
reservation, 
and don’t 
come 
back.” 


“ But’my goods are up on Porcu­ 
pine creek,” said the Spaniard. 


“ I ’ll send them to you. 
Get out,” 
replied the major. 


Tho Spaniard 
flod precipitately. 
Outside was a squad of Indians wait­ 
ing for the result of the interview. 
When they heard of it they climbed 
on their ponies and with a 
“ hi-yi” 
and a warhoop started down the trail 
pell-mell after the fleeing Spaniard, 
who was making good time through 
the alkali dust to the Nebraska line. 
The reds overhauled the fleeing rider. 
They brought their quirts down upon 
his pony’s sides, 
uttering yells and 
grunts and shouting “chitilia” at^him 
—the word means no good. 
For 
miles they drove the fleeing Spaniard, 
circling around and yelling like mad 
at him. 
Near the state line they gave 
him a final hustling, and, amid shouts 
and yells of derision, 
drove him out 
of the reservation. 
The Indians re­ 
turned to their tepees and had a great 
jubilation over the event. 
Next day 
tho Spaniard received his traps from 
the police and drove through this 
place, stopping only long enough to 
sacrifice his horses and outfit to get 
railroad fare to take him from the 
country.

The cook will cov­ 
er a rat with kerosene and set It 
alight, not to enjoy its sufferings, but 
because he believes its screams will 
3care its fellows away. A magistrate 
will fan himself gently on the execu­ 
tion ground on which a yelling male­ 
factor is being gradually cut to pieces, 
not because he enjoys the spectacle, 
but because it ia all part of his day’s 
work. 
A crowd of spectators will 
ratch a child drown because it is no 
one’s special bu?iness to save it, and 
because to interfere in what does not 
concern you may give rise to trouble. 
From what has already been caid ris 
to the keen interest taken by the Chi­ 
nese in money matters, it msy be sur­ 
mised that they should be par excel­ 
lence, a "nation of shopkeepers.” And 
so they are. To their credit be it caid 
that they have 
thoroughly 
realised 
that bargains are binding. 
The tea 
merchant may endeavor in every way 
to get the better of his European con­ 
frere, 
but, once the 
mystic 
words 
"putte book”—that is, enter it in writ­ 
ing—have been uttered, the latter may 
rely on the transaction being faith­ 
fully carried through. This compara­ 
tively high standard of commercial 
morality naturally results in an elab­ 
orate system of credit, greatly 
:> the 
advantage of both contracting pa**iic~, 
and, though the- “squeeze,” or 
per­ 
quisite, enters into every arr*,n~e;r.ent, 
it is not sufficient to stop tho wheels 
of commerce, though undoubtedly it 
frequently ciogs them. To go back cn 
your word in a business transaction, 
or to fail 
to meet your 
liabilities, 
causes a Chinaman to “lose face,” a$d 
this is to him unbearable. The sacri­ 
fices which he will make on the ap­ 
proach of his new year to enable him 
to avoid being posted as insolvent are 
as extraordinary as they are admir­ 
able. Nor would it be right to omit 
all reference to the fact that to their 
justice they frequently add generosity. 
I well remember a case in which an 
American, who has failed after years of 
labor, was supported during the re­ 
mainder of his life by his “compra- 
dore,” as the native employed by Euro­ 
pean firms in their dealings with Chi- 
ue*e is termed.

CYCLING 
NOTES, 


Belgium, It is said, has more cycl'd paths 
than any other country in tho world. 


Bicycles are taxed in Slioreham, Mass., 
tho average assessment this year being 
$50. 


Madrid, Spain, possesses a bicycle club, 
the members of which are all ,undor eight 
years of age. 


Insurance companies claim that cycling 
is more dangerous than traveling either 
by railway or ship. 


A wheelman who takes fairly good care 
of his tires is said to suffer a puncture 
about pnee in 1500 miles of riding. 


It Is likely that tho wheel of *00 will 
have a few change, such as larger tubing.

H8» Best Chance Is to Shoot HI* Way 


Into the Corridor* of Oblivion—Glory 
Seldom Comes to the "Non-Coin"— 
The Go-Betweon for Ottcers and Men. 
The back bone of the army is the non- 


commissioned man. —Rudyard Kip- 
ling. 


Lowest down is the lance corporal , 


highest up are the regimental quarter- 
master sergeants, sergeant majors, 
ordinance sergeants, and most pictur- 
esque is the first sergeant. The "back- 
bone" referred to by Mr. Kipling con- 
sists of the company "non-come," be- 
ginning vith the corporal and ending 
in the r'rst sergeant. 
They ar* the 


unglorified sinews of war, the brawn 
and muscle; the officer is the much 
heralded brainy director. 


The recruit to the army no sooner 


swears that he "will obey the com- 
mands of all officers placed above him" 
than he falls into the hands of a cor- 
poral. 
This soldier, with the two 


clean white chevrons on his sleeves, 
looks him over, guides him to a bath- 
ing place, and begins to lick him into 
shape. He begins by teaching him 
how to stand, how to turn around, 
where to keep his eyes, and all tne 
small details of the soldier business. 
He impresses on him the necessity of 
quick doing, and cautions that th« 
officers are there to think. 
Then the 


recruit is shuffled on to a sergeant, 
who places him in a set of fours and 
teaches him how to find his place, and 
what to do when he finds it. 
He 


finally falls into the hands of the first 
sergeant in company drill. 
He may 


get an occasional sight of his captain, 
but he learns to know and emulate his 
sergeant. 


The "non-com." is the teacher. His 


unlimited ability to work and his un- 
dying patience straighten up round 
shoulders, liven up the shuffling steps 
and make a sturdy soldier of the raw 
recruit. He works always and for- 
ever, and executes the orders of his 
superiors quickly and accurately. 
He 


serves as a model to be copied after 
by the private—he is the backbone of 
the army. 


Glory seldom comes to the "non- 


com." A long time ago a certain Ser- 
geant Jasper won a permanent place 
in history, and more recently Sergeant 
Hamilton Fish died bravely at the 
front. 
The "non-com." works un- 


noticed, like the line player in the 
football team, because he doesn't run 
with the ball, but he is the backbone 
that holds the ribs together. When 
the battle is hot and sweat mingles 
with blood on the sodden field, when 
bullets whizz and shells stream, when 
comrades sink to the ground and turn 
on their faces, the officer lifts his 
sword on high and steps forward into 
glory. 
The "non-com." speaks the 


quiet "Steady, boys!" and walks into 
the jaws of death shooting his way 
into the corridors of oblivion. 
The 


captain knows he will be famous if he 
survives—famous if he dies. 
The 


sergeant or 
the corporal 
knows 


his wife and children will weep over 
their loss, his comrades that survive 
him will bury him in a soldier's grave 
wrapped in his blanket. He is too 
numerous for the historian to mention ; 
he was simply doing his duty. Yet if 
the victory is won it is because he is 
in his place and doing this same duty. 


Under the new tactics in use by the 


United States army, companies no 
longer fight with men shoulder to 
shoulder under the direct command 
of the captain. Much stress is laid 
on the skirmish drill, in which sets of 
fours under corporals 
and squads 


under sergeants fight in open order, 
filing at will after the captain has 
ordered "commence 
firing." 
The 


corporal is responsible for his set cf 
fours and the sergeant for his squad. 
The first sergeant is in a manner re- 
sponsible for the entire company and 
is ready to assume command when his 
officers are shot down. 
The new 


arrangement gives opportunity to the 
"non-com." to show himself. 
It 


remains to be seen whether or not he 
will break into fame. 


It is uot in battle, however, that the 


non-commissioned officer earns the 
title of "backbone," for in the fight 
the sweating private is a necessary 
person. In the camp the white -chev- 
roned soldier makes his presence 
known and felt 
The first sergeant, 


gruff, stern, severe, kind, man of all 
work and all intelligence, father of his 
company and mother, too, in camp, is 
in charge of his men. He looks after 
the company quarters, tents, bedding, 
clothing, knows all about the kitcheu 
and sees to the equipments. He calls 
the roll, details the guard, knows the 
ability and willingness of every soldier 
of his command and is the disciplina- 
rian and mouthpiece of his company. 
He is the go-between for privates and 
officers, adjusts quarrels and dissemin- 
ates advice. 
The company books, 


though not intricate, are tedious, and 
are kept by him, and he reports the 
dead to his captain. He seems to b« 
in every place at the same time. Hie 
it the model soldier.

yet unwritten. 
Glorious victories 


have been won and admirals and g£n- i 
erals have been launched into eVer- \ 
lasting fame. It is to be hoped, wfcen i 
the war correspondents get baolT to

The Late O. Q. Colton First U»od "Laugh* 


ing Gas" In Practice. 


Dr. Gardner Quincy Coltoii, late of 


New York city, to whom belongs ia 
part the credit of anaesthesia by laugh- 
iug gas, died recently in Rotterdam at 
the age of 84. Besides being a den- 
tist, Dr. Colton was a phy&ician, a lec- 
turer, a critic, an electrician and at oua 
time a gold prospector, having gone to 
California with the argonauts of '49, 
both to search for gol.l and to practise 
medicine among his fellow adventur- 
ers. 
There is good ground for the be- 


lief that he invented the first eleatrio 
motor ever run, but it neve.- got be- 
yond the model state, though the little 
machine which he built worked per- 
fectly. 


Born in Vermont, the twelfth child 


of poor parents, he was able to gel 
only a common school education befor 
being set to the trade of chairmaking. 
All his spare moments were given to 
reading and study and with such 
good results that when became to this 
city at the a^e of 21, in 1835, he added 
considerably to his means by writing 
For the newspapers, until he hncl saveJ 
enough money to achieve the tiist great 
ambition of his life, a com-i-o in the 
College of Physicians ami Surgeons. 
After graduation he stalled in the of- 
fice of Dr. William Parker and two 
y«ars later set out upon a lecture 
tour, speaking on philosophical and 
sheinical subjects. His favorite lec- 
ure was one dealing with electrical 
phenomena and the peculiar effects 
upon the brain of nitrous oxide gas, 
which he called laughing gas because 
of ridiculous performances of persons 
under its influence. 
These lectures 


supplemented by experiments. In 


1844 he lectured* in Hartford, aud 
among those on the stage was Dr. 
lorace Wells. A yonug man having 
nhaled nitrous oxide gas barked his 
shins upon a chair, but felt no pain 
until the effects of the gas wore off. 
This struck Dr. Wells so forcibly that 
he • determined to have a tooth out 
while under the influence of the gas, 
and the experiment was so successful 
that he published the result of it. 
For a long time other dentists scoffed 
at it, but when its efficacy was proved 
beyond doubt two other physicians, 
Morton and Jackson, put forth claims 
to the discovery which was to render 
painless the most distressing form of 
dentistry. 
The controversy which 


followed was bitter in its progress and 
tragic in its end, for it drove Drs. 
Wells and Morton to suicide and Dr. 
Jackson to an insane asylum. 
There- 


after the use of nitrous oxide fell 
av, ay, but Dr. Colton revived it some 
years later, giving full credit for the 
discovery to Dr. Wells. 


In 1848, to illustrate the practica- 


bility of electricity as a motive power, 
Dr. Colton built a small electrical lo- 
comotive, which drew a train of toy 
cars around a circular track. Tim 
was put away when the inventor went 
west in 1849 and never resurrected 
until years afterward. In an impor- 
tant patent suit the doctor was called 
as a witness a&d fished it out of an old 
trunk where it had been for about 40 
years. With a little tinkering it ran 
as well as ever. Dr. Colton's testi- 
mony had a vital effect upon the case 
on trial, and photographs of the model 
were taken and are now in the Smith- 
sonian institution in Washington. As 
a gold digger Dr. Colton was a moder- 
ate success only,but as one of the very 
;ew physicians among the argonauts 


made a good thing out of his ven- 


ture. In 1850 Governor Biley ap- 
pointed him the first justice of the 
peace in California. Returning east 
shortly after he resumed his lecture 
tours, and early in the Civil war ha 
got out the Colton war maps. In 1863 
he established the Colton Dental as- 
sociation, and it is said that he and 
his assistants have pulled from the 
painful mouths of sufferers more than 
a million undesirable teeth. Dr. Col- 
ton published many pamphlets upon 
literary, philosophical and theological 
subjects, the best known of which is 
his monograph on "Shakespeare and 
the Bible." He left a large fortune.

Some of Them Are Unimportant, But 


Other* Are l(egar<le<l a* Quite Valua- 
ul<-—Chararteristlcs of the Isle of Tines 
—.Spain'* Last Foothold in the Went. 
The demand of the United States 


upon Spain calls for the cession to the 
United States not only of Porto Rico, 
but of all the other West Indian islands 
except Cuba. The average man knows 
of but the two great Spanish islands, 
Cuba aud Porto Rico, but there are 
about a dozen others, some of them 
unimportant, but others regarded as 
quite valuable. 


These islands are off the coast of 


Cuba and Porto Rico. The greater 
number of them are near Cuba's shore, 
and it will be a question for decision 
whether they shall belong to the 
United States by the terms of the 
treaty or whether they shall be consid- 
ered as a part of Cuba. For the most 
part these islands are like the reefs 
of Florida and the Bahamas. Some 
are of calcareous origin, being the 
creation of the same coral builders 
that may be seen through the trans- 
parent waters still at work on the 
marine bed. These keys vary greatly 
in size. Some of them are islands 
large enough to be habitable, with 
fresh water for the consumption of 
those who choose to make them their 
dwelling place. The largest of these 
reefs on the northern shore is the 
Cayo Piomano, with an estimated area 
of 18? square miles, and its surface 
broken by three hillocks. 
The chief 


industry there, and, indeed, the only 
one that \\ ill thrive, is that of gather- 
ing salt. The island is filled with de- 
pressions of from one to two feet deep. 
During the storms the waves dash 
over the keys and leave the depres- 
sions tilled with water. 
When sum- 


mer comes with its burning sun the 
heat dries the water and a deposit of 
salt is left. 
It is believed that the 


Cayo Romano could supply the salt 
needed for the use of all Cuba. 


Reel's and islets are even more nu- 


merous off the south coast of Cuba 
than in the north. 
Here they are 


further from, the shore and less regu- 
lar. 


The most extensive island of the 


1300 that aye strewn around the Cu- 
ban seaboard is the Isla de Pinos 
(Isle of Pines), which, indeed, is 
nearly as large as all of the others 
put together. In the statement of 
Spain's possessions, made- by official 
sources, it always has a place to it- 
self. The island, which lies 50 miles 
off the southwest coast of Cuba, con- 
sists really of two islands, separated 
jy a tortuous passage, half channel, 
lalf swamp, , which winds at a nearly 
uniform width for about three miles 
rom west to east. From east to west 
he Isla des Piuos ia sixty miles 
in 
length, 
and 
from north to 


south its breadth is fifty-five miles, 
the area being GOO square miles. It 
is a beautiful island, with excellent 
harbors, lofty mountains, fertile plains 
and many rivers. 
In its centre is a 


mountain known as the Sierra des la 
Canada, rising about 1600 feet above 
the lavel of the sea and with preci- 
pices 150 feet in height. 
There are 


also Daguilla mountain, 1500 feet in 
height; the Sierra de los Cabellcs, 
1074 feet in height; and several other 
smaller peaks. 
At the base of these 


mountains are quarries from which 
beautiful marble may be extracted, 
although they have been worked to 
but a slight extent. Though the riv- 
ers are shallow, several of them are 
navigable for four or five miles, their 
main advantage being that they keep 
•the island well watered. 
The princi- 


pal products are cattle, tobacco, ma- 
hogany, cedar and other woods, sul- 
phur, pitch and tar, but there are also 
mines from which silver, quicksilver 
and iron are extracted. 


The climate of the island is mild 


and healthy all the year and few pre- 
sent a better chance for settlers, and 
yet it has only a population of about 
2000. The Isla de Pinos has always 
been regarded as a dependency of 
Havana, aud 
would 
probably be 


claimed by the Cuban government 


Between Porto Rico and the Virgin 


Islands there is a group called the 
Passage Islands, which will come into 
our possession. The largest and most 
important of the group is Viques, or 
Crab Island, lying nine miles off Porto 
Rico, and which is eighteen miles 
long by four broad. 
The soil is uoi 


good, there being indeed but little ] 
dirt on the barren rocks. A ridge of 
small hills runs through the middle, 
rising to a good height on the south- 
west end of the island. Isabel Segun- 
da on the north side is the solitary 
village, and there live fishermen. 
The harbor i* good, for there are nu- 
merous bays, and atone time Viques 
was tlae resort of pirates who preyed 
upon the rich commerce of the West 
Indies. 


Fishermen aud woodcutters to the 


number of about 500 THjike iheir home 
on Culebra, the second largest island 
in the Passage group. Oulebra lies 
about sixteen miles to the eastward 
of Cape San Juan. Because of its ir- 
regular outline a:id, broken, steep, 
shore the island is also sometimes 
known as Serpent Island. Like Viques, 
its coast is indented with many bays 
which afford excellent harbors.'There 
are laauj small aiils t juJ arc covered 


with scrub timber, but the soil is so 
•terile compared with the fertility of 
Porto Rico that no attempt is made to 
cultivate it on an extensive scale, and 
the 1500 inhabitants support them- 
•elves by fishing and gathering wood. 


The principal village on Viques is 


Port Mula, where live 1000 inhabi- 
tants, under the direction of a gov- 
ernor appointed by the governor-gen- 
eral of Porto Rico. A lighthouse 
stands at this port. 


The other islands of this group are 


of even less importance. They are 
small keys like those off the Florida 
coast and few aiv inhabited- 
North- 


east Key is small, oval-shaped, 340 
feet high, and its two square miles of 
area is thickly wooded. Byrd Key, 
near Northeast Key, is four square 
miles in area, and remarkably rocky. 
Near by are other small islets that are 
also wooded, but the dwelling place 
of 
fishermen. 


On Culebrita Island, or Little Cu- 


lebra, which lies about a mile from 
Culebra, is a lighthouse whose light, 
at an elevation of more than 300 feet, 
can be seen for 15 miles. 


Two other islands worthy of men- 


tion are at the western extremity of 
Porto Rico. 
These are Moua and 


Monita islands. 
Mona is near the 


Mayaguez inlet and gives its name to 
the broad channels flowing between 
Porto Rica and San Domingo. Mona, 
that is "Monkey" Passage, terminates 
on the west in a bold headland topped 
by a huge overhanging rock known 
to seamen by the suggestive name of 
"Caigo O No Caigo?" (Shall I fall or 
not?") 
Near Mona is the islet known 


as Monita, or Little Monkey. 


In their present condition none of 


these islands is of any importance, 
but it is believed that under Ameri- 
can rule they will be as prosperous as 
those of the same size on our own 
coast. 
Their climate is delightful 


and they would make ideal summer 
resorts. The real reason, however, 
for their acquisition by th^ United 
States is to prevent Spain from retain- 
ing even a foothold in the western 
hemisphere.

Successful demonstrations are re- 


ported to have been given iu London 
by Lawsou Tait, with his electric 
heiuostat, an instrument which, as the 
name denotes, is intended for the ar- 
rest of bleeding in surgical operations. 


In a recent address before the Hun* 


gariau Academy of Sciences, Florian 
Matyas tried to establish the facts that 
the Magyars first invaded Hungary in 
the year 886 A. D., aud that the word 
Ungri to denote the Magyars occurs 
as early as 838. 


By heating osonium in a vacuum 


with an electrical current strong 
enough to volatilize platinum, it is 
said to attain a luminosity hitherto 
almost unknown, emitting a white 
light of agreeable quality and color, 
but of great intensity.

It was "no quarter" all around, 


like the pirates' black flag, and better 
die fighting bravely, with an arrow in 
the heart, than live to be roasted at 
the stake for the entertainment of 
gods and victors. 
Slavery was the 


milder fate that befell all Avar prison- 
ers of Rome. 
This was general 


throughout all Eastern countries for 
many centuries after Rome were dead, 
and prevails still in some back-num- 
ber localities. 


Prisoners of war were slain by heca- 


tombs on the altars of the gods in 
Carthage, but those bloody heathen 
divided these favors equally, their 
own people coming in for these heav- 
enly honors at the same time. When 
the Spaniards entered the new world 
they found the same practice had 
plowed its Avay across to Mexico and 
Peru, and those tender-hearted inva- 
ders, who didn't mind chopping no a 
few thousand natives before breakfast, 
lifted their hands in holy horror at 
roasting prisoners of war. So they 
attempted to discourage the custom 
by calling the attention of the big 
Aztec chiefs to the fact that the 
Christian creed could not tolerate any 
such abominations.—New York Press.

Hewn out of 'the 
solid limestone rock, it towers above 
you to a height of 70 feet, and it 
stretches away in the form of the body 
of a lion to the length of 150 feet in 
front of you. Sculptured with con- 
summate skill, it reposes in graceful 
ease on the sand. 
The face gazes 


with sublime patience and mystery 
into the far distance. Its features 
have been much mutilated by the rav- - 
ages of time, and many of the finer" 
lines have been worn away by the 
graving tool of the winds, holding as 
a cutting edge the desert sand. 
But 


still the eyes preserve their ancient 
human look of unfathomable mystery 
and calm, eternal patience. * * * 
Why was this colossal figure ' con- 
structed? Was it a mere caprice ot 
was it meant to express a definite pur- 
pose? 


That question is involved in the 


meaning of its symbolic shape. 
The 


people who fashioned it, we have rea- 
son to believe, were astronomers as 
well as sculptors. 
They came from a 


land where the stars were first ob- 
served and their phenomena studied 
in connection with the affairs of men; 
where the priests watched the rising 
and setting of sun and stars in tem- 
ples that were astronomical observa- 
tories aud were orientated in certain 
astral movements. The event of great- 
est importance in Egypt has always 
been the annual inundation of the 
Nile. The whole welfare of the coun- 
try has depended upon this event from 
time immemorial. We can imagine, 
therefore, how profound would be the 
interest manifested in everything as- 
sociated with it and especially in the 
signs in the heavens that indicated 
its approach. The two signs of the 
zodiac through which the sun passed 
at the time of this periodic flood were 
Leo and Virgo. May we not suppose, 
then, that the woman's head and the 
lion's body were carved in the rock in 
the composite figure of the Sphinx in 
order to represent the combination of 
these two constellations as a perpetual 
heraldic record of the annual baptism 
and resuscitation of land under the 
benign influence of these auspicious 
stars?—Sunday Magazine.

It is used in the New York 
restaurants for caviar. 
These men 


have several nets in Chester Reach 
which catch from oae to three fish per 
net nightly, and as the spawn brings 
from §8 to 815 for each fish it makes 
a remunerative business. 
After being 


pickled the spawn is almost bJack,and 
one large fish will furnish n pickle 
keg full. 
When a fish is found in the 


net it is drawn alongside of the boat 
and a hitch taken around its tail with 
a strong rope, when it is towed ashore 
and tied to a stake until wanted. The 
meat brings from six to tea cents a 
pound.—Hartford (Conn.) Courant

CTVlinauce sergeants, and most pictur­ 
esque is the first sergeant. The “back­ 
bone” referred to by Mr. Kipling con­ 
sists of the company “non-coms,” be­ 
ginning vith the corporal and ending 
in the f.rst sergeant. 
They ara the 
y unglorified sinews of war, the brawn 
and muscle; the officer is the much 
heralded brainy director. 


The recruit to the army no sooner 
swears that ho “ will obey the com­ 
mands of all officers placed above him” 
than he falls into the hands of a cor­ 
poral. 
This soldier, with the two 
clean white chevrons on his sleeves, 
looks him over, guides him to a bath­ 
ing place, and begins to lick him into 
shape. 
He begins by teaching him 
how to stand, how to turn around, 
where to keep his eyes, and ail tne 
small details of the soldier business. 
He increases on him the necessity of 
quick doing, and cautions that the 
officers are there to think. 
Then the 
recruit is Rhuffled on to a sergeant, 
who places him in a set of fours and 
teaches him how to find his place, and 
what to do when he finds it. 
He 
finally falls into the hands of the first 
sergeant in company drill. 
He may 
get an occasional sight of his captain, 
but he learns to know and emulate his 
sergeant. 


The “non-com.” isthe teacher. 
His 
, 
unlimited ability to work and his un­ 
dying patience straighten up round 
shoulders, liven up the shuffling steps 
and make a sturdy soldier of the raw 
recruit. 
He works alwavs and for- 
* 


ever, and executes the orders of his 
superiors quickly and accurately. 
He 
serves as a model to be copied after 
by the private—he is the backbone of 
the army. 


Glory seldom comes to the “ non- 
com.” 
A long time ago a certain Ser­ 
geant Jasper won a permanent place 
in history, and more recently Sergeant 
Hamilton Fish died bravely at the 
front. 
The 
“non-com.” works un­ 
noticed, like the line player in the 
football team, because he doesn’t run 
with the ball, but he is the backbone 
that liold3 the ribs together. 
When 
the battle is hot and sweat mingles 
with blood on the sodden field, when 
bullets whizz and shells stream, when 
comrades sink to the ground and turn 
on their faces, the officer lifts his 
sword on high and steps forward into 
glory. 
The “non-com.” speaks tho 
quiet “Steady, boys!” and walks into 
the jaws of death shooting his way 
into the corridors of oblivion. 
The 
captain knows he will be famous if he 
survives—famous if he dies. 
The 
sergeant 
or 
the 
corporal 
knows 
his wife and children will weep over 
their loss, his comrades that survive 
him will bury him in a soldier’s grave 
wrapped in his blauktet. 
He is too 
numerous for the historian to mention ; 
he was simply doing his duty. 
Yet if 
the victory is won it is because he is 
in his place and doing this same duty. 


Under the new tactics in use by the 
United States army, companies no 
longer fight with men shoulder to 
shoulder under the direct command 
of the captain. 
Much stress is laid 
on the skirmish drill, in which sets of 
fours under corporals 
and squads 
under sergeants fight in open order, 
firing at will after the captain has 
ordered 
“ commence 
firing,” 
Tho 
corporal is responsible for his set cf 
fours and the sergeant for his squad. 
The first sergeant is in a manner re­ 
sponsible for the entire company and 
is ready to assume command wlion his 
officers are shot down. 
The new 
arrangement gives opportunity to the 
“non-com.” 
to show himself. 
It 
remains to be seen whether or not he 
will break into fame. 


It is not in battle, however, that the 
non-commissioned officer earns the 
title of “ backbone,” for in tho fight 
the sweating private is a necessary 
person. 
In the camp the white-ciiev- 
roned soldier makes 
his 
presence 
known and felt. 
The first sergeant, 
gruff, stern, severe, kind, man of all 
work and all intelligence, father of his 
company and mother, too, in camp, is 
in charge of his men. 
Jle looks after 
the company quarters, tents, bedding, 
clothing, knows all about the kitchen 
and sees to the equipments. 
He calls 
the roll, details the guard, knows the 
ability and willingness of every soldier 
of his command and is the disciplina­ 
rian and mouthpiece of his company. 
He is the go-between for privates and 
officers, adjusts quarrels and dissemin­ 
ates advice. 
The company books, 


) though not intricate, are tedious, and 
are kept by him, and he reports the 
dead to his captain. 
He seems to b$ 
in every place at the same time, 
is the model soldier. 


The literature pf the present wa 
yet unwritten. 
Glorious 
victories 
have been wou and admirals and gen­ 
erals have been launched into ever­ 
lasting fame. 
It is to be hoped, wiien 
the war correspondents get bacll to 
the quiet of their desks, they willlnot 


have been blinded by the glare of up­ 
lifted swords and glittering shoulder 
straps to the bravery and courage of 
the “ non-commissioned man.” There 
is room in history for the “ backbone 
of the army.” 


A FAMOUS DENTIST. 


T he I n te G. Q. Colton F irst l Tsod "Limjfh« 
injj Gas** in P ractice. 


Dr. Gardner Quincy Colton, late of 
New York city, to whom belongs in 
part the credit of anaesthesia by laugh- 
iug gas, died recently in Rotterdam at 
the age of 84. 
Besides being a den­ 
tist, Ur. Colton was a physician, a lec­ 
turer, a critic, an olcctrician and at one 
time a gold prospector,having gone to 
California with the argonauts of *40, 
both to search for gold and to practise 
medicine among his follow adventur­ 
ers. 
There is good ground for the be­ 
lief that he invented the first electrio 
motor ever run, but it neve.* got be­ 
yond the model state, though the little 
machine which he built worked per­ 
fectly. 


Born in Vermont, the twelfth child 
of poor parents, he was able to get 
only a common school education before 
being set to the trade of chairmaking. 
All his sj^are moments were given to 
reading and study and with such 
good results that when became to this 
city at the a^e of 21, in 1835,he added 
considerably to his means by writing 
for the newspapers, until he had saved 
enough money to achieve the first great 
ambition of his life, a course in the 
College of Physicians and Surgeons. 
After graduation he studied in the of­ 
fice of Dr. William Parker and two 
yAars later set out upon a lecture 
tour, speaking on philosophical and 
chemical subjects. 
His favorite lec­ 
ture was one dealing with electrical 
phenomena and the peculiar effects 
upon tho brain of nitrous oxide gas, 
which he called laughing gas because 
of ridiculous performances of persons 
under its influence. 
These lectures 
he supplemented by experiments. 
In 
18*14: he lectured in Hartford, and 
among those on the stage "was Dr. 
Horace Wells. 
A young man having 
inhaled nitrous oxide gas barked liis 
shins upon a chair, but felt no pain 
until the effects of the gas wore off. 
This struck Dr. Wells so forcibly that 
he * determined to have a tooth out 
while under the influence of the gas, 
and the experiment was so successful 
that he published the result of it. 
For a long time other dentists scoffed 
at it, but when its efficacy was proved 
beyond doubt two other physicians, 
Morton and Jackson, put forth claims 
to the discovery which was to render 
¡jainless the most distressing form of 
dentistry. 
The controversy which 
followed was bitter in its progress and 
tragic in its end, for it drove Drs. 
Wells and Morton to suicide and Dr. 
Jackson to an insane asylum. 
There­ 
after the use of nitrous oxide fell 
away, but Dr. Colton revived it some 
years later, giving full credit for the 
discovery to Dr. Wells. 


In 1848, to illustrate the practica­ 
bility of electricity as a motive power, 
Dr. Colton built a small electrical lo­ 
comotive, which drew a train of toy 
cars around a circular track. 
This 
was put away when the inventor went 
west in 1849 and never resurrected 
until years afterward. 
In an impor­ 
tant patent suit tho doctor was called 
as a witness and fished it out of an old 
trunk where it had been for about 40 
years. 
With a little tinkering it ran 
as well as ever. 
Dr. 
Colton’s testi­ 
mony had a vital effect upon tho case 
on trial, and photographs of the model 
were taken and are now in the Smith­ 
sonian institution in Washington. 
A» 
a gold digger Dr. Colton was a moder­ 
ate success only, but as one of the very 
few physicians among the argonauts 
he made a good thing out of his ven­ 
ture. 
In 1850 Governor Riley ap­ 
pointed him tho first justice of the 
peace in California. 
Returning east 
shortly after he resumed his lecture 
tours, and early in the Civil war he 
got out the Colton war maps. In 18(53 
he established the Colton Dental as­ 
sociation, and it is said that he and 
his assistants have pulled from the 
painful mouths of sufferers more than 
a million undesirable teeth. 
Dr. Col­ 
ton j)ublished many pamphlets upon 
literary, philosophical and theological 
subjects, the bast known of which ia 
his mouograph on “ Shakespeare and

tiio Bible. ” 
He left a large fortune.

The demand of the United States 
upon Spain calls for the cession to tho 
United States not only of Porto Rico, 
but of all the other West Jndian islands 
except Cuba. Tho average man knows 
of but tho two great Spanish islands, 
Cuba and Porto Rico, but there are 
about a dozon others, some of them 
unimportant, but others regarded as 
quite valuable. 


These islands are off the coast of 
Cuba and Porto Rico. 
The greater 
number of them are near Cuba's shore, 
and it will bo a question for decision 
whether they shall belong to the 
United States by the terms of the 
treaty or whether they shall bo consid­ 
ered as a part of Cuba. For the most 
part these islands arc like the reefs 
of Florida and the Bahamas. 
Some 
are of calcareous origin, beiug the 
creation of the same coral builders 
that may bo seen through tho trans­ 
parent waters still at work on the 
marine bed. 
These keys vary greatly 
in size. 
Some of them are islands 
large enough to be habitable, with 
fresh water for the consumption of 
those who choose to make them their 
dwelling place. 
The largest of these 
reefs on the northern shore is the 
Cayo Romano, with an estimated area 
of 18C square miles, and its surface 
broken by three hillocks. 
The chief 
industry there, and, indeed, tho only 
one that will thrive, is that of gather­ 
ing salt. 
The island is filled Avith de­ 
pressions of from one to two feet deep. 
During the storms the waves dash 
over the keys and leave the depres­ 
sions filled with water. 
When sum­ 
mer comes with its burning sun the 
heat dries the water and a deposit of 
salt is left. 
It is believed that the 
Cayo Romano could supply the salt 
needed for the use of all Cuba. 


Reefs and islets are even more nu­ 
merous off the south coast of Cuba 
thau in the north. 
Here they are 
further from the shore and less regu­ 
lar. 


Tho most extensive island of the 
1300 that avo strewn around the Cu­ 
ban seaboard is 
(Isle of Pines), 
nearly as large as 
put together. 
In 


the Isla de Pinos 
which, 
indeed, is 
all of the others 
the statement of 


Spain’s possessions, made -by official 
sources, it always has a place to it­ 
self. 
The island, which lies 50 miles 
off the southwest coast of Cuba, con­ 
sists really of two islands, separated 
by a tortuous passage, half channel, 
half swamp, , which winds at a nearly 
uniform width for about three miles 
from west to east. 
From east to west 
the Isla des Pinos is sixty miles 
in 
length, 
and 
from 
north 
to 
south its breadth is fifty-five miles, 
the area being GOO square miles. 
It 
is a beautiful island, with excellent 
harbors, lofty mountains, fertile plains 
and many rivers. 
In its centre is a 
mountain known as the Sierra des la 
Canada, rising about 1600 feet above 
the lv3vel of the sea and with preci­ 
pices 150 feet in height. 
There are 
also Daguilla mountain, 1500 feet in 
height, the Sierra de los Cabellos, 
1074 feet in height; and several other 
smaller peaks. 
At the base of these 
mountains are quarries from which 
beautiful marble may be extracted, 
although they have been worked to 
but a slight extent. 
Though the riv­ 
ers are shallow, several of them are 
navigable for four or five miles, their 
main advantage being that they keep 
■the island well watered. 
Tho princi­ 
pal produets are cattle, tobacco, ma­ 
hogany, cedar and other woods, sul­ 
phur, pitch and tar, but there are also 
mines from which silver, quicksilver 
and iron are extracted. 


The climate of the island is jnild 
and healthy all the year and few pre­ 
sent a better chance,for settlers, and 
yet it has only a poi^ulation of about 
2000. 
The Isla de Pinos ha3 always 
been regarded as a dependency of 
Havana, 
and 
would 
probably 
bo 
claimed by the Cuban government. 


Between Porto Rico and the Virgin 
Islands there is a group called the 
Passage Islands, which will come into 
our possession. The largest and most 
important of tho group is Viques, or 
Crab Island, lying nine miles off Porto 
Rico, 
and which is eighteen miles 
long by four broad. 
The soil i3 not 
good, there being indeed but little 
dirt on the barren rocks. 
A ridge of 
small hills runs through the middle, 
rising to a good height on the south­ 
west end of the island, Isabel Segun* 
da on the north side is the solitary 
village, and there 
live fishermen. 
The harbor is good, for there are nu­ 
merous bays, and at one time Viques 
was the resort of pirates who preyed 
upon the rich commerce of the West 
Indies. 


Fishermen and woodcutters to the 
number of about 500 make their home 
on Culebra, the second largest island 
in the Passage group, 
Culebra lies 
about sixteen miles to the eastward 
of Cape San Juan. 
Because oi its ir­ 
regular outline aud, broken, steep, 
shore the island is also sometimes 
known as Serpent Island. Like Viques, 
its coast is indented with many bays 
which afford excellent harbors. There 
are many $mall hjlls that are covered 


with scrub timber, but the soil is so 
sterile compared with tho fertility of 
Porto Rico that no attempt is made to 
cultivate it on an extensive scale, and 
the 1500 inhabitants support them­ 
selves by fishing anti gathoring wood. 


The principal village on Viques is 
Port Mula, 
whore live 1000 inhabi­ 
tants, under the direction of a gov­ 
ernor appointed bv the governor-gen- 
oral of Porto Rico. 
A lighthouse 
stands at this port. 


The other islands of this group are 
of evon less importance. 
They are 
small keys like those off tho Florida 
coast and few are inhabited. 
North­ 
east Key is small, oval-shapod, 340 
foet high, and its two square miles of 
area is thickly wooded. 
Byrd Key, 
near Northeast Key, 
is four square 
miles in area, and remarkably rocky. 
Near by are other small islets that are 
also wooded, but tho dwelling place 
of fishermen. 


On Culebrita Island, or Little Cu­ 
lebra, 
which lies about a mile from 
Culebra, is a lighthouse whoso light, 
at an elevation of more than 300 feet, 
can be seen for 15 miles. 


Two other islands worthy of men­ 
tion are at the western extremity of 
Porto Rico. 
These are Mona and 
Monita islands. 
Mona is near the 
Mayaguez inlet and gives its name to 
tho broad channels flowing between 
Porto Rica aud San Domingo, Mona, 
that is “ Monkey” Passage, terminates 
on the west in a bold headland topped 
by a huge overhanging rock known 
to seamen by the suggestive name of 
“ Caigo O No Caigo?” (Shall I fall or 
not?”) 
Near Mona is the islet known 
as Monita, or Little Monkey. 


In their present condition none of 
these islands is of any importance, 
but it is believed that under Ameri­ 
can rule they will be as prosperous as 
those of the same size on our own 
coast. 
Their climate is delightful 
and they would make ideal summer 
resorts. 
The real reason, however, 
for their acquisition by the United 
States is to prevent Spain from retain­ 
ing even a foothold in the western 
hemisphere.

P riso ners of W ar A m ong Savages. 
In the days of long ago, according 
to the distance of tribes or nations 
from the savage state, prisoners of 
war were either held as slaves or sac­ 
rificed to the gods. 
Some of our na­ 
tive redskin tribes, as well as the sav­ 
ages of Africa and the South sea, took 
no prisoners at all ; they were a nui­ 
sance, and the thing w a3 mutual, any­ 
how. 
It was “no quarter” all around, 
like the pirates* black flag, and better 
die fighting bravely, with an arrow in 
the heart, than live to be roasted at 
the stake for the entertainment of 
gods and victors. 
Slavery was the 
milder fate that befell all war prison­ 
ers of Rome. 
This 
was 
general 
throughout all Eastern countries for 
many centuries after Rome were dead, 
and prevails still in some back-num- 
ber localities. 


Prisoners of war were slain by heca­ 
tombs on the altars of the gods in 
Carthage, but those bloody heathen 
divided these favors equally, their 
own people coming in for these heav­ 
enly honors at the same time. 
When 
the Spaniards entered the new world 
they found the same practice had 
plowed its way across to Mexico and 
Peru, and those tender-hearted inva­ 
ders, who didn’t mind chopping up a 
few thousand natives before breakfast, 
lifted their hands in holy horror at 
roasting prisoners of war. 
So they 
attempted to discourage the custom 
by calling the attention of tho big 
Aztec chiefs to the fact that tho 
Christian creed could not tolerate any 
such abominations.—New York Press.

Sculptured with con­ 
summate skill, it reposes in graceful 
ease on the sand. 
The face gazes 
with sublime patience and mystery 
into the far distance. 
Its features 
have been much mutilated by the rav­ 
ages of time, and many of the finer 
lines have been worn away by the 
graving tool of the winds, holding as 
a cutting edge the desert sand. 
But 
still the eyes preserve their ancient 
human look of unfathomable mystery 
and calm, eternal patience.

Why was this colossal figure * con­ 
structed? 
Was it a mere caprice or 
was it meant to express a definite pur- , 
pose? 


That question is involved in the 
meaning of its symbolic shape. 
The 
people who fashioned it, we have rea­ 
son to believe, were astronomers as 
well as sculptors. 
They came from a 
land where the stars were first ob­ 
served and their phenomena studied 
in connection with the affairs of men;

Qoneral Bacon's Little Force Con- 
quers the Hostileai 


SIX OF OUR SOLDIESS 
KILLED. 


Story of tho llattlo as ToUl by a 
pivpcr Corrospoiulciifc — Tlio 
Troops 
FouiilitWItU Grout IJruvory, TliouffU 
IPlred on Krom AmbixsU. 
AValker, Minii.. Oct. 8.--J. C. Beaton, 
one of the three newspaper men ma- 
rooned with General Bacon^s troops on 
Sugar Point, 
wires the 
Minneapolis 
Tribune a long account of the battle. 
After describing tUe landing he says: 
As there was no Indication of trouble 
Brill, Knappen and myself made up 
our minds to go back to Wallcer on the 
boat to be sent by General Bacon for 
the tents 'and rations for another day. 
We were down itt the landing, waiting 
for rowboats to take us to the steamer, 
when a shot was heard. 
Immediately 
wc ran back to the crest of the hill, 
when a volley came from the woods 
to the front of us, 


"Run to cover," some one cried, an<3 
as the soldiers grabbed their guns and 
ran to the left I hurried down to the 
beach, where I was soon safely housed 
behind big boulders and brush. 
As I 
ran 
down, 
however, 
more 
bullets 
chased me, and it was a ^vonder that 
myself and those with me were not 
killed. 


''Steady, men, steady," was the first 
sound of a voice we heard, and as I 
raised my head I could see General 
Bacon running about with his troops. 
"Got up in the firing line," was the 
next order given, and the men of the 
fighting 
Third 
were 
seen 
to 
run 
through the grass and woods in the di- 
rection from which the shots had been 
fired. 


Tho men continued to advance. 
The 
tnree oiilcors were everywhere, Major 
> WlU/lnROj\ In charge of the left flank, 
(General Bacon in charge of t'le center 
and Lieutenant Ross in charge or the 
right flank. The soldiers were running 
along, it appeared to me, on 
their 
hands and knees, dropping every mo- 
ment to fire a volley into the ranks 
of the enemy. 
The ofilcers, however, 
stood in the open. 


For 30 minutes there was a cease- 
less roar, and every little while we 
could hear cries of the men who had 
been shot. I looked up once and sa\v 
that Major Wilkinson had been injur- 
ed, but where I did not know. I heard 
him cry: 
"Ross, I've been wounded, 
but won't give up. for it's not bad." 


The next moment, as he stood right 
back of his firing line, calling to his 
men, "Give it to them, boys; you got 
them going; give it to them; they are 
cowards, and they're going to run," he 
seemed to stagger and Surgeon Ross 
ran towards him. 


"Give them hell, general, give them 
hell," Wilkinson called at the top of 
his voice over toward the central flank, 
where General Bficon was taking aiin 
at a red man. 
Then he fell into the 
arms of the doctor, v/ho carried him 
into the log cabin at the crest of the 
hill, where he died in one hour and 
30 minutes later. 


About the same time the major fell 
Private Powell, who was running trom 
one cover to another, was seen to drop, 
and in tho evening after darkness had 
come ho was carried to the little cabin, 
tho victim of another bullet from the 
Indians' Winchesters. 


^Suddenly to our right we heard tho 
voice of Colonel Sheehan, of St. Paul, 
deputy United 
states 
marshal. 
We 
glanced up and could see the veteran 
Indian fighter leading an advance by 
a portion of the right flank. 


''You've got them 
v/hipped, 
boys; 
you've got them whipped. 
Give it to 
them, give it to them," the colonel 
was yelling at tho top of his voice. 


Every time his voice was Iieard a 
volley rang out and every time it was 
further away from nr„ Afterwards we 
learned that we had the 
colonel, to 
thank for our lives. 
Some Indiana Uad 
attempted to turn our right flank and 
attack the civilians on the beach. The 
colonel saw us and realized our danger, 
and his gallant attack had undoubtedly 
s a v e d , our lives. 
Soon ,afterward 
joined us. having been wounded in the 
abdomen. 


We lay in wait for some time, ana 
finally I started out to, reconnolter. Jt 
did not take me long to learn that oar 
troops were masters of the situation, 
and we at once summoned the com- 
pany physician, who ratended to Colo- 
nel >Sheel?,an's wound, v/hich proved to 
be n^t serious. 


Our ca,sualties in the battle- were 
only Bl3C soldier3 killed and 
eleven 
wounded, . while 
five 
civilians 
were 
(^lightly wou,tided. 
The dead soldierii 


who survived the battles before Santi- 
ago to be slain by murderous Indians, 
are Major Millvllle Wilkinson. Sergeant 
William Butler, Edward Lowe. John 
' Olmstead, John Swallenstock and Al- 
fred Zeboll. 


General 
Bacon 
escaped without a 
scratcfii. 
He arrived here yesterday 
and sent the following dispatch to the 
r/ar department at Washington: 


"Arrived here at noon with my de- 
tachment in good condition. The kill- 
ed and badly wounded have been ship- 
ped to Fort 
Snelliug. 
The 
Indians 
have been badly whipped and left the 
country adjacent 
to the 
fight. 
En 
route here other Chippewa bands dis- 
played while 
flags 
along 
the 
lake 
o,hore. 
Have beon in no danger •>f 
massacre and need no reinforcements. 
Colonel Harbach's coming was good 
in sending out boats."

THIS WINTER DAITIY. 


It is rightly considered economical 
to draw manure to the fields daily, in 
order that its fertilizing properties 
may not be lost by leaching in the 
barnyard, writes George E. l^Iewell. 
There is another side to this, how- 
ever, which the writer considers of 
great importance to the successfnl 
prosecution of winter dairying. 
To 
allow heaps of fermenting manure to 
accumulate all winter in proximity to 
the stable, is injurious both to the 
health of the cows and the quality of 
the milk. 
It is an evil that cuts two 
ways, and so has little that caubosaid 
in its defense. 
If winter was one un- 
interrupted iDcriod of frosty weather, 
the danger would be slight. 
As it is, 
thaws and heavy rains during winter 
are irequent, and turn barnyia-ds into 
slush, at least those which have not 
been previously graveled and drained. 


The average barn;yard is situated on 
a common level with the stable, and 
paved with natural soil and compost. 
Often too, irom additions to the latter 
what drainage there is sets toward the 
stable, underneath which may exist a 
permanent ctsspool. 
Huch surround- 
ings taint the atmosphere, and are a 
constant menace to winter dairying. 
Thus, for a two-fold reason should 
manure be spread on the fields as fast 
as made—to 
prevent the 
leaching 
away of fertilizing properties, and to 
keep the stable 
atmosphere whole- 
some and pure.

household supplies. Dry goods meas- 
urements in the large shops are gen- 
erally very accurate because the em- 
ployes are under strict orders to be 
exact. 
But grocers and butchers will 
bear watching. 
Get for yourself or 
your kitchen priestess a set of meas- 
ures and some scales, and after you 
and she have learned to use them, you 
will be amazed to see how much you 
have been paying for that you havn't 
had. 
Even in the most reliable shops 
—so called—tho weighing is very lax. 
Butchers claim that the deficiencies in 
their weights are all due to the waste 
in trimming. 
Very well, order the 
meat sent untrimmed. 
You will get 
fresher meat, and what you trim oil 
] will often giee you nice bits for the 
stock pot, suet, etc. 
Try it and be 
convinced. 


A quick-witted housekeeper says she 
has saved many a dollar in plumbers' 
bills by buying a force cup and learn- 
ing to handle a wrench. 
Despite 
washing soda and potash, now and then 
sumething unmeltablo slips through 
the sink strainer and clogs the pipe. 
All the more modern plumbing has a 
nut at the bottom of the "goose-neck," 
juEit below the sink. 
By setting a 
pan beneath this, and with a wrench 
loosening and then removing the cap, 
the obstruction will generally be found 
right there. 
Sometimes the force-cup 
applied over the strainer in the sink 
will be sufficient to clear the pipe 
without taking the cap off the goose- 
neck.

THE LOST BRACELET.

*'We detectives 
see some 
queer

NeM' Orleans, but it has never reached 
its destination, 
I have done all 1 can 
do in this matter and now turn the 
case over to you with all the facts in 
my possession.' 


"The knowledge received was of no 
practical use. Several mail agents had 
been suspected between the i:>oiut of 
mailing and New Orleans, 


'"Will you j)lease describe the brace- 
let?' I asked Mi*. Levy, 


" 'Yes, sir,' he 
answered, 
as 
ho 
showed me the mate of the one which 
was lost. 
'It was like this,' ho said, 
Svith the word '*Mary" engraved on 
the inside,' 


"It was the inost beautiful bracelet 
I had ever seen. 
It was a perfect 
gem; and, as I held it in my hand, I 
could not refrain from asking: 


" 'Why did you send such a valuable 
l^iece of jewelry by mail?'

POPOCATEPETL'S 
ORACLE. 


A Mo*lciin Tribe Thnt Jn Huiutrodi oi 
TltniiRaiicU YcArii Dchlnd the Times. 
As is well known to all 
who 
have 
looked into the matter carefully—for 
instance, 
such 
men as 
Lumholtz, 
Starr and Soville—there are in remote 
parts of Mexico today to be found 
portions of tribes of Indians who are 
practically as much given to idolatry, 
superstition and witchcraft as were 
their forebears in the vanished 
years 
when tho gleaming banner of 
Castile 
and Aragon glanced amid the 
peaks 
and valleys of Mexico, announcing the 
advent of a stronger race 
and 
more 
victoric^is faith. 


The other day, while making a lit- 
tle trip over the Interoceanic, 
that 
runs through 
so many 
picturesque 
Indian towns, says a traveler in 
the 
City of Mexico Two 
Republics, 
I 
ha])pened to meet in one of these 
vil- 
lages a very intelligent 
Indian 
who 
told me the following. 
Whether it is 
true or not I do not k n o w — t e l l the 
tale as it -was told to me.*' 
He 
said 
that on tho northern 
slope of Popo- 
catejjetl, near the foot there is a large 
cave almost unknown to the 
outside 
world. 
In this 
cave lives 
an old 
white-haired Indian who is the oracle 
of a small tribe of Indians 
in 
that 
vicinity, whoso language 
is 
unlike 
that of any of the neighboring towns. 
This little tribe has 
never 
been 
conquered either by the Spaniards or 
by the church, or by the modern gov- 
ernment of the republic. The Indians 
have preserved all their old 
customs 
and traditions until this day, and are 
practically as they were 400 
years 
ago. 
One ot the very curious institu- 
tions among them is that of tlie oracle, 
or seer, who dwells 
in 
the 
above- 
mentioned cave all alone. 
He is al- 
ways the oldest and Avisest man of the 
tribe. 
He is looked upon 
Avith the 
same superstitious reverence as were 
the oracles of Dodona and Delphos in 
the boyhood of the Avorld. 
In 
that 
cave are preserved rare gems of curi- 
ously carved emeralds, 
such as 
the 
great "Malinche" sent home to Spain; 
idols of gold and silver and copper and 
stone, pearl necklaces from the far-oil 
gulf of California, and strange robes 
of feather work, of which but 
very 
few samples are known today outside 
the pages of Sabagun, 
Prescott or 
Clavigero, 


There are also ranged in fitting or- 
der the ancient gods of this 
strange 
people, of whom this old man is 
the 
high priest. 
Once a month a commis- 
sion of the oldest men of the 
tribe 
visits the cave and takes -with 
it in 
the name of the people, 
offerings of 
fruit and flowers and eatables and in- 
cense in honor of the gods and their 
oracle. 


Upon all affairs of importance to the 
tribe this old man is consulted, 
and 
his judgments are as those of 
the 
Medes and the Persians, 


I asked whether it would bo possi- 
ble to visit him or not, and was told 
that no one, not even members of the 
same tribe, outside the before 
men- 
tioned "commission" had ever seen 
the inside of that mysterious 
cave. 
My informant told me that at a certain 
point all i^ersons are stopped by 
a 
guard and told that they c.in ¡n'oceed 
no further upon pain of death. 
And 
this is not a tale of 400 years ago, but 
of today. 


The tribe and the cave .are at 
the 
north side of Poj^ocatepetl, and every 
Saturday in Atlixco members of 
this 
tribe are at market to buy 
and 
sell 
their simple necessaries of life. 
It is 
enough to see them to realize at once 
the great difference between them and 
the other Mexican Indians 
who 
are 
seen there at that time. 
Not only is 
their style of clothing very different, 
but also their language. 


Uer Anti-KIieuinatlti Potato Outllvod Her

died and was buried, 
During 
her 
lifetime she suffered witji rheumatism 
and among the various 
other

INDIANS EVICT A SP.'^VIARD^ 


Drov« Him From the ReSf^rratioti Be* 
cause He lIurrAhod for Spnin. 


The Ogallala 
Sioux 
at the Pine 
Eidge Agency in South Dakota had 
an eviction party the other week of an 
unusual 
kind, says a (Gordon 
(Neb.) 
exchange. 
Incidentally 
they 
re- 
futed the slanders of the alarmists who 
predicted outbreaks immediately after 
the troops were withdrawn from the 
M'cstern 
forts. 
Far from 
killing 
whites, the wily Dakota brave took a 
lively interest in tho war, and no jingo 
crowed louder over tho American vic- 
tories than did tho red men of the 
plains. 


The eviction resulted from the hos- 
tility of the Indian against Spain. On 
the reservation there lived a Spaniard 
who was 
liiavried to a full-blooded 
Sioux squaw and eked out an exist- 
ence from the government's bounty to 
the squaw and from the little m o n e y 
he picked up at trading and hunting. 
Tho Spaniard had lived on the reser- 
vation for many years unmolested by 
the Indians, 


When word came of 
the American 
naval victories to the Sioux 
villages 
there was great powwowing and talk- 
ing and jubilation 
at the prowess of 
the Americans, 
The news got over to 
the Porcupine creek tepees where the 
Spaniard lived, and tho Sioux watched 
him closely to see the effect upon him. 
When he heard the news he was non- 
plussed, 
but, 
pulling 
himself 
to- 
gether, he split the air with huzzas 
for Spain, 
The idea of 
anybody 
shouting for Spain on their territory 
shocked the Indians, and they threat- 
ened to ''wing" him if he didn't stop, 
A request was sent to Major Clapp, 
the agent at the post, that the Span- 
iard be expelled. 
Major Clapp had 
him brought in by the Indian police 
and questioned him. 
At first he 
denied cheering Spain, but when con- 
fronted with the Indians he dared not 
lie and tried to excuse himself. 


"I got these," said Major 
Clapp, 
pointing to his shoulder straps, 
"in 
the service of my country, and I rep- 
resent that coiintry here and don*t in- 
tend that the flag shall be insulted. 
I 
ought to put you in the guardhouse, 
but will give you 
an hour to get olf 
this 
reservation, 
and don't 
come 
back." ^ 


"JBut'my goods 
are up on Porcu- 
pine creek," said the Spaniard. 


"I'll send them to you. 
Get out," 
rejilied the major« 


Tho Spaniard 
fled 
precipitately. 
Outside was a squad of Indians w^ait- 
ing for the result of 
the 
interview. 
^\'hen they heard of it they climbed 
on their ponies 
and with a 
"hi-yi" 
and a warhoop started down tho trail 
pell-mell after the 
fleeing 
Spaniard, 
who was making good time through 
the alkali dust to the Nebraska line. 
The reds overhauled the fleeing rider. 
They brought their qxiirts down upon 
his pony's 
sides, 
uttering yells and 
grunts and shouting "chitiha" at^him 
—the 
word 
means 
no good. 
For 
miles they drove the fleeing Spaniard, 
circling around and yelling like mad 
at him. 
Near the state line they gave 
him a final hustling, and, amid shouts 
and yells of derision, 
drove him out 
of the reservation. 
The Indiaas re- 
turned to their tepees and had a great 
jubilation over the event. 
Next day 
tho Spaniard received his traps from 
the police 
and drove through this 
place, stopping only long enough to 
sacrifice his horses 
and outfit to get 
railroad fare to take him from the 
country.

Edward E. Zieglcr Esq., the Democrat- 
ic caudidate for Cougrcrs is oue of the 
leading lawyers of the York County Bar, 
and is a son of James and Mary Ziegler, 
and was born iu Bedford, Bedford coun- 
ty, Pennsylvania, on March 3—1844 Re 
is descended from an old German fami- 
ly, the early record of which in Pennsyl- 
vania can not easily be procured beyond 
his proximate ancestors. His grandfath- 
er, Job n Zieglej, was a native of Bucks 
county, Penna.

D. Here he taught for 
two years and simultaneously reac] law 
with Henry L. Fisher Esq., at that time 
the leading criminal lawyer of the York 
County Bar. 


He was admitted to practice in the 
Courts of York Countv on November 4th, 
18G8 and to the Supreme Court in 1877, 
and other courts of Pennsylvania later! 
Soon after his admission he met with 
signal success as a crimnal lawyer, a rep- 
utation tliat has been since amply sus- 
tiiined.

At 
the recent convention, he M'as nominat- 
ed for the same office by i^'very large ma- 
jority of the delegates, ajid we believe he 
will be elected by a larg^'majority. 


From boyhood Mr. Zjfegler has been a 
devotee of the DenvicJratic party, and 
there has been no cadpaigu since 1808 
county, state or national in which he has 
not prominently figibred.

A SuccesBful Experiment. 


L. Baker, of East Berlin, who 
takes great interest iu matters pertain- 
ing to agriculture and fruit, has made a 
successful experiment that is truly in- 
teresting. 
This season he planted two 
shout rows of the Early Ohio variety of 
potatoes in his garden, and Avhen tlie 


I stalks had grown to sufficient size, graft- 
ed on the vines the Little Trophy and 
Diadem tomatoes. 
The Doctor 
gave 
them the best of attention and watched 
with interest the development of his ex- 
piM'iment. In due time Uie tomato grafts 
blossomed and the fruit followed, while 
curious investigation of the roots showed 
that the potatoes were also maturing. 
Some time ago the tomatoes were picked 
and found to be all right, presenting 
more of an old gold color aud being 
somewhat harder and firmer than gener- 
ally, In taste they were as palatable 
and pleas:MU as others. 
This week the 
potatoes were taken up and their size 
and yield were in accordance with the 
general run. The effort to see if the 
two vegetables would co-mingle Jias been, 
a matter oC^considerable interest to the 
Doctor.and neighbors, and the process 
of nature in the experiment has been 
curiously watched, while tlie successful 
finding incites comment.

Since tlic war Captain Miller has been 
engaged in the niurchautilc business in 
Carlisle. 
He is of a retiring disjiosition, 
but unchangeable in his convictions. 
Some estimate of tlie man can be formed 
from the remarks made b^^ his old com- 
mander, Gen. D. McM. Gregg, at the ded- 
ication of the Cavalry Shaft at Gett^'s- 
burg on Octobcr 15, 18S4; 


"Of course everybody expects to liear 
from Captain i^Iiller, M'hose name is so 
inseparably and 
honorably 
connected 
with our shaft. 
Possibly, having built 
so well on tJie ycry ground on which he 
fought so well, he will try to escape talk- 
ing, wliicii he can do \vtûi also. Hon 
pointedly he can write you all attest." 


He has long been conspicuous in his 
native county as a Democrat and Party 
worker. He served twice as Chjjirnian of 
tlie Democratic Count}-Committee, once 
in 1877 when the State ticket was given 
over one tliousand majorit3^ and again 
in 188S when Cleveland was given a ma- 
majority of i)!)G over Harrison. In muni- 
cipal affairs he has long borne a conspic- 
uous part, being twice elected Chief Bur- 
gess of Carlisle, first in 18H2 and again in 
18S8. He has been a member of the Car- 
lisle Board of Health for ten yeai's, has 
been President of the Board since 1894 
and is still liolding the position. In 
Grand Army circles he has always been 
prominent, and was the original Com- 
mander of Post 201. 
He is a member'of 
the military order of the Loyal Legion 
of the United States, and is in every re- 
spect a public spirited citizen, but this is 
the first time that he has been before the 
leople for public otlice. 


W I L L I A M E . M I L L K U , candidate for 
State Senator was born on February oth, 
lS8i). at West Hill, Cumberland countj», 
His parents were Andrew G. and 
Eleanor (Umberger) jMiller. 
He grew to 
manhood on ihe iai'm and at the break- 
ing out of the late civil M'ar enlisted as a 
j)rivate iji Company H, 3d Pennsylvania 
(Cavalry. 
When the company was or- 
ganized he was made its Second Lieuten- 
ant and going to the front he rendered 
Jiis country a 3-year's term of hard and 
dangerous service. 


From the beginningto the end his mil- 
itary career was an active one and much 
might be written on it, but only a few of 
the more in'portant incidents can be 
dwelt on in this connection. He was one 
of the few officers who survived the riirid 
discipline at the training school of Camp 
:Marcy in the winter of 1861-'G2, conduct- 
t'd by Colonel Averill, a graduate of West 
Point. 
He took a celebrated part in tlie 
peninsular campaign, receiving his bap- 
tism of fire at Yorktown. 
After the 
evacuation of the defences at'Yorktown 
his regiment followed hard on the heels 
of the Confederates until they were driv- 
en behind Fort Magruder at Williams- 
burg, and when driven from that posi- 
tion followed them in hot pursuit until 
l)e3'ond the Chickahomin3^ Then follow- 
ed a period of preparations for the cap- 
ture of Richmond during whicii Lieuten- 
ant Miller was employed in hunting out 
the roads^which lead to the Jami3s Kiver 
and making m-jps of them, 
While thus 
engaged his duty, at times, was much as 
twenty miles into the enemy*s country, 
which fact is matter of records in ''Bat- 
tles Leaders of the Civil War," volume 2, 
page 081. In the peninsuler Campaign 
he met the Count de Paris and a friend- 
ship sprang up between the two which 
lasted until tlie death of the distinguigJi- 
ed French soldier and author. 


At Antietam, Sept. 10th, 1802, Lieut. 
Miller led General Hooker's 
advance 
across Antietam Creek and drew the first 
fire of the enemy in 'that famous and 
bloody battle. 
For this daring action he 
was promoted to the cajttaincy of liis 
company over all the first lieutenants in 
the regiment. 


In the campaign of 1800 Captain Mil- 
Jer took conspicuous part in the battles 


of Brandy Station, Aldie, iRHddleburg 
and Upperville, and at Gettysburg, on 
.July ^d, won distinction by making a 
timely charge and breaking the flank of 
Wade Hampton's command in its at- 
tempt to turn» the extreme right of the 
Union Army, 
This charge was made in 
violation of ordeis but the supreme im- 
portance of making it and the brilliancy 
of its execution Avere recognized by the 
covernment in awarding him a medal 
of honor. 
The following is the extract 
froni^the Secretary of War in forwarding 
the medal of honor : 


^'At Gettysburg. July 3d, 1803, this of- 
ficer, them Captain 3d'Pennylvania Cav- 
alrv and commanding a squadron of four 
troops of this retiiment, seeing an oppor- 
tunity to strike in flank an attacking col-, 
umn of the enemy's cavalry that w«s 
then being chargetl in front, exceeded his 
own instructions and without orders led 
a charge of his squadron upon the flank 
of the enemy, cheeked his attack and cut 
olf and dispersed the rear of his col- 
umn." • 


The reverse side of the nn^dal bears the 
following inscription ; 


**The Congre.ss to CajUain W. E. ]SIil- 
ler, Company H, 3d Pennsylvania Cav- 
aliy, for gallantry at Gettysbuig, July 
3d, 1803." 


The followin«; extract is taken from 
'^Organization and Tactics," by ArtJiur 
L. Wagner, U. S. A., pages 187 and 222: 


'*At Balaklava a heavy force of Rus- 
sian Cavalry advancing to attack-the 
British 
Heavy 
Brigade, 
deliberately 
slackened its pace before contact and re- 
ceived a counter'charge at a halt. In 
this action the flank of the Russian Cav- 
alry was exposed to the Light Brigade, 
whose Commander, Lord Cardigan, fail- 
ed to avail himself of the opportunity 
thus prevented because his orders did 
not contemplate such action ; but Jie af- 
terwards engaged in a heroic but sense- 
less charge on the Russian 
batteries 
which furni.shed a theme for poets but 
not a model for a cavaliy general. In 
the great cavalry battle at Gett^'sburg, 
Captain Miller of tlie Third Pennsylva- 
nia Cavalry, sejeing an opportunity to 
strike Wade Hampton's front by Custei*, 
turned to his Lieutenant with the re- 
mark: *1 htive been ordeied to hold this 
j)osition, but. if 3''ou will back me up in 
case I am court-martialed 
for disobe- 
dience, I will order a charge.' The 
charge was opportune and ellective and 
no mention of court-martial was ever 
made. 
Miller's conduct on this occasion 
is in striking contrast with that of Card- 
igan at Balaklava."

Tile backbone of the army is the iion- 
cominissioued 
man. —Rutlvara 
Kip- 
ling. 


Lowest down ia tbo laiice corporal ; 
highest np are the rogimeatal quarter- 
Blaster sergeants, 
sergeant 
majors, 
«Tdmance sergeants, and most pictur- 
esque is the first sergeant. The ''back- 
bone" referred to by Mr. Kipling con- 
sists of the company "non-coms," be- 
ginning vith the corporal and ending 
in the i^.rst sergeant. 
They aro» the 
J unglorified sinews of war, the brawu 
and muscle; the officer is the much 
heralded brainy director. 


The recruit to the army no sooner 
fiwears that he ''will obey the com- 
mands of all officers placed above him" 
than he falls into the hands of a cor- 
poral. 
This soldier, Vith the two 
clean white chevrons on his sleeves, 
looks him over, guides him to a bath- 
ing place, and begins to lick him into 
shape. 
He begins by teaching him 
how to stand, how to turn around, 
where to keep his eyes, and all tne 
small details of the soldier business. 
He imijresses on him the necessity of 
quick doing, and cautious that the 
officers are there to think. 
Then the 
recruit is Rhuffled on to a sergeant, 
who places him in a set of fours and 
teaches him how to find his place, and 
what to do when he finds it. 
He 
finally falls into the hands of the first 
sergeant in company drill. 
He may 
get an occasional sight of his captain, 
but he learns to know and emulate his 
sergeant. 


The "non-com. "is the teacher. 
His 
unlimited ability to work and his un- 
clying patience straighten up 
round 
shoulders, liven up the shuffling steps 
and make a sturdy soldier of the raw 
recruit. 
He works always aud for- 
ever, and executes the orders of his 
superiors quickly and accurately. 
He 
serves as a model to be copied after 
by the private—he is the backbone of 
the army.

Dr. Gardner Quincy Colton, late of 
New York city, to 
whom belongs in 
part the credit of anaesthesia by laugh- 
ing gas, died recently in Rotterdam°at 
the age of Si. 
Besides being a den- 
tist, Dr. Colton was a physician, a lee- 
turer,a critic, an olcctrician and at one 
time a gold prospector, having gone to 
California with the argonauts of '-if), 
both to search for gol.l and to practise 
medicine among his follow adventur- 
ers. 
There is good ground for the be- 
lief that he invented the first electric 
motor ever run, but it never got 
be- 
yond the model state,though the little 
machine which he 
built worked per- 
fectly. 


Born in Vermont, the twelfth child 
of poor parents, he was able to get 
only a common school education before 
being set to the trade of chairmaking. 
All his spare moments were given to 
reading and study 
and with 
such 
good results that when became to this 
city at the acre of 21, in 1835,he added 
considerably to his means bv writing 
for the newspapers, until he had saved 
enough money to achieve the first great 
ambition of his life, a couryo in the

A long time ago a certain Ser- 
geant Jasper won a permanent ¡jlace 
in history, and more recently Sergeant 
Hamilton Fish died bravely at the 
front. 
The 
"non-com." works 
un- 
noticed, like the line player in the 
football team, because he doesn't run 
with the ball, but he is the backbone 
that holds the ribs together. 
When 
the battle is hot and sweat mingles 
with blood on the sodden field, when 
bullets whizz and shells stream, when 
comrades sink to the ground aud turn 
on their faces, the officer lifts hia 
sword on high and steps forward into 
glory. 
The "non-com." speaks the 
quiet "Steady, boys!" and walks into 
the jaws of death shooting his way 
into the corridors of oblivion. 
The 
captain knows he will be famous if he 
survives—famous 
if he dies. 
The 
sergeant 
or 
the 
corporal 
knows 
his wife and children will weep over 
their loss, his comrades that survive 
him will bury him in a soldier's grave 
wrapped in his blankfet. 
He is too 
numerous for the historian to mention ; 
he was simply doing his duty. 
Yet if 
the victory is won it is because he is 
in his place and doing this same duty. 
Under the new tactics in use by the 
United 
States army, companies 
no 
longer 
fight 
with men shoulder to 
Bhoulder under the direct command 
of the captain. 
Much stress is laid 
on the skirmish drill, in which sets of 
fours under corporals 
aud 
squads 
under sergeants fight in open order, 
firing at will after the captain has 
ordered 
"commence 
firing." 
The 
corporal is responsible for his set cf 
fours aud the sergeant for his squad. 
The first sergeant is in a manner re- 
sponsible for the entire company and 
is ready to assume command when his 
officers are «hot down. 
The new 
arrangement gives opportunity to the 
"non-com." 
to show 
himself. 
It 
remains to be seen Avhether or not he 
will break into fame. 


It is not in battle, however, that the 
non-commissioned 
officer earns 
the 
title of "backbone," for in the 
fight 
the sweating private is a necessary 
person. 
In the camp the white-oUev- 
roned soldier makes 
his 
presence 
known and felt. 
The first sergeant, 
gruff, stern, severe, kind, man of all 
work and all intelligence, father of his 
company and mother, too, in camp, is 
in charge of his men. 
U s looks after 
the company quarters, tents, bedding, 
clothing, knows all about the kitchen 
and sees to the equipments. 
He calls 
the roll, details the guard, knows the 
ability and willingness of every soldier 
of his command and is the disciplina- 
rian and mouthpiece of his company. 
He is the go-between for privates and 
officers, adjusts quarrels and dissemin- 
ates advice. 
The company bouks, 
) though not intricate, are tedious, and 
' are kept by him, and he reports the 
dead to his captain. 
He seems to b^ 
in every place at the same time.

i« the model soldier. 
' 


College of Physicians and 
Surgeons. 
After graduation he studied in the cf- 
fice of Dr. William 
Parker aud two 
y^ars later set out upon a lecture 
tour, speaking on philosophical aud 
chemical subjects. 
His favorite lec- 
ture was one dealing 
with electrical 
phenomena and the peculiar effects 
upon the brain of nitrous 
oxide gas, 
which he called laughing gas because 
of ridiculous performances of persons 
under its influence. 
These 
lectures 
he supplemented by experiments. 
In 
18-14: he lectured in Hartford, and 
among those on the stage 
M'as Dr. 
Horace Wells. 
A young man having 
inhaled nitrous oxide gas barked his 
shins upon a chair, but felt no pain 
until the effects of the gas wore off. 
This struck Dr. Wells so forcibly that 
he- determined to have a tooth out 
while under the influence of 
the gas, 
and the experiment was so successful 
that he published the result of 
it. 
FQ^' a long time other dentists scoffed 
at it, but when its efficacy was proved 
beyond doubt two other 
phvsicians, 
Morton and Jackson, put forth claims 
to the di^v•ovory which was to render 
painless the most distressing form of 
dentistry. 
The controversy 
Avhich 
followed was bitter in its progress and 
tragic in its end, for it drove Drs. 
Wells and Morton to suicide and Dr. 
Jackson to an insane asylum. 
There- 
after the use of nitrous oxide 
fell 
away, but Dr. Colton revived it some 
years later, giving full credit for the 
discovery to Dr. Wells. 


In 1818, to illustrate the 
practica- 
bility of electricity as a motive power, 
Dr. Colton built a small electrical lo- 
comotive, which 
drew a train of toy 
cars around a circular track. 
This 
was init away when the inventor went 
west in 1849 and never 
resurre'.'ted 
until years afterward. 
In an impor- 
tant imtent suit tho doctor was called 
as a witness and fished it out of an old 
trunk where it had been for about 
40 
years. 
With a little tinkering it ran 
as well as over. 
Dr. 
Colton's testi- 
mony had a vital effect upon the case 
on trial, and photographs of the model 
were taken and are now in the Smith- 
sonian institution in Washington. 
As 
a gold digger Dr. Colton was a moder- 
ate success only, but as one of the very 
few physicians among 
the argonauts 
he made a good thing out of his ven- 
ture. 
In 
1850 Governor 
Eiley ap- 
pointed 
him tho first justice of 
tho 
peace in California. 
Eeturning 
east 
shortly after he resumed 
his lecture 
tours, aud early in the Civil war h# 
got out the Colton war maps. 
In 18153 
he established the Colton 
Dental as- 
sociation, and it is said 
that 
he and 
his assistants have 
pulled 
from the 
painful mouths of sufferers more than 
a million undesirable teeth. 
Dr. Col- 
ton published 
many pamiihlots upon 
literary, philosophical and theological 
subjelits, the best known of Avhich is 
his monograph on "Shakespeare and 
tho Bible." 
He left a large fortune.

The demand of the United States 
upon Spain calls for the cession to the 
United States not only of Porto Rico, 
but of all the other West Judian islands 
except Cuba. The average man knows 
of but the two groat Spanish islands, 
Cuba aud Porto Rico, but there are 
about a dozon others, some of them 
unimportant, but others regarded as 
quite valuable. 


These islauds are off the coast of 
Cuba and Porto Rico. 
The grcMxter 
number of them are near Cuba's shore, 
and it will be a question for decision 
whether 
they 
shall 
belong 
to the 
United 
States 
by the terms of the 
treaty or whether they shall be consid- 
ered as a part of Cuba. 
For the most 
' part these islands are like the reefs 
of Florida aud the Bahamas, 
Some 
are of calimreous origin, being the 
creation of the same coral builders 
that may bo seen through the trans- 
parent waters still at work on the 
marine bed. 
These keys vary greatlv 
in size. 
Some 
of 
them are islauds 
large enough to be habitable, 
with 
freshwater for the consumption of 
those who choose to make them their 
dwelling place. 
The largest of these 
reefs on the 
northern shore is the 
Cayo Romano, with an estimated area 
of 18( square miles, and its surface 
broken by three hillocks. 
The chief 
industry there, and, indeed, the only 
one that will thrive, is that of gather- 
ing salt. 
The island is filled with de- 
pressions of from one to two feet deep. 
During the storms the waves dash 
over the keys and leave the depres- 
sions filled with water. 
When sum- 
mer comes with its burning sun the 
heat dries the water aud a deposit of 
salt is left. 
It is 
believed that the 
Cayo Romano could supply the salt 
needed for the use of all Cuba. 


Reefs and islets are even more nu- 
merous 
off the south coast of Cu])a 
thau 
in the 
north. 
Here they are 
further from the shore and less regu- 
lar. 


^ The most extensive island of the 
1300 that ave strewn around the Cu- 
ban seaboard 
is the Isla de Pinos 
(Isle 
of Pines), 
which, 
indeed, is 
nearly as large as all of the 
others 
put together. 
In 
the statement 
of 
Spaiu^s possessions; made-by official 
sources, it always has a place to it- 
self. 
The island, which lies 50 miles 
off the southwest coast of Cuba, con- 
sists really of two islands, separated 
by a tortuous passage, half channel, 
half swamp, , which winds at a nearly 
uniform width for about three miles 
from Avest to east. 
From east to west 
the Isla des Pinos is sixty 
miles 
in 
length, 
and 
from 
north 
to 
south its breadth is fifty-five miles, 
the area being 600 square miles. 
It 
is a beautiful island, with excellent 
harbors, lofty mountains, fertile plains 
and many rivers. 
In its centre is a 
mountain known as the Sierra des la 
Canada, rising about lüOO feet above 
the lovel of the sea and with preci- 
pices 150 feet in height. 
There are 
also Daguilla mountain, 1500 feet in 
height, the Sierra de los Cabellos, 
1074 feet in height; and several other 
smaller peaks. 
At the base of these 
mountains are quarries from 
which 
beautiful marble may be extracted, 
although they have been worked to 
but a slight extent. 
Though the riv- 
ers are shallow, several of them are 


with scrub timber, but the soil is so 
•terile compared with the fertility of 
Porto Rico that no attempt is made to 
cultivate it on an extensive scale, and 
the 1500 inhabitants support them- 
•elves by fishing «ntt gathering wood. 
The principal village on Viques is 
Port 
Mulrt, 
whore live 1000 inhabi- 
tants, under the direction of a gov- 
ernor appointed bv the governor-gen- 
eral 
of Porto 
Rico. 
A 
lighthouse 
stands at this port. 


The other islands of this group are 
of 
even 
less importance. 
They are 
small keys like those off tho Florida 
coast and fow are inhabited. 
North- 
oast Key is small, oval-shaped, 
340 
feet high, and its two square miles of 
area is thickly wooded. 
13yrd Key, 
near Northeast Key, 
is four 
square 
miles in area, and remarkably rocky. 
Near by are other small islets that are 
also wooded, but the dwelling place 
of 
fishermen. 


On Culebrita Island, or Little Cu- 
lebra, 
which 
lies about a mile from 
Culebra, is a lighthouse whoso light 
at an elevation of more than 300 feet 
can be seen for 15 miles. 
' 


Two other islands worthy of men- 
tion are at the western extremity of 
Porto Rico. 
These 
are Mona 
and 
Mónita islands. 
Mona is near the 
Mayaguez inlet and gives its name to 
tho broad channels flowing between 
Porto Rica and San Domingo. 
Mona, 
that is "Monkey" Passage, terminates 
on the west in a bold headland topped 
by a huge overhanging rock known 
to seamen by the suggestive name of 
"Caigo O No Caigo?" (Shall I fall or 
not?'') 
Near Mona is the islet known 
as Mónita, or Little Monkey. 


In their present condition none of 
these islands is of any importance, 
but it is believed that under Ameri- 
can rule they will be as prosperous as 
those 
of 
the same size on our own 
coast. 
Their 
climate 
is delightful 
and they would make ideal 
summer 
resorts. 
The real reason, however, 
for their acquisition by the United 
States is to prevent Spain from retain- 
ing even a foothold in the western 
hemisphere.
